Hfosea 7: 2 


These words are a single pen stroke in an 
inspired picture of great wickedness The 
Lord’s people had come to be very bad, and 
the worst of it was they did not know it 
Chey were ignorant of their own characters, 
and unaware of their own declensions. And 
when, after atime, they came to a partial 
sense of their condition and pretended to 
repent and reform, they did not They 
rather went on in the old way, from bad to} 
worse, plunging into more crime, and wal 
lowing in deeper debauchery Their spirit, 
instead of being manly and noble, waa ser 
vile and deceitful They made their rulers | 
glad with their lies, and the rulers in turn, 


forgetting their duty and dignity, put them- 


} selves ona level with the corrupt crowd, 


and even joined the profane banter Phe 
prophet’s similitude of all this is that of an 
ver-heated and unwatched oven The 
baker kindles the fire and piles on the fuel, 
ind thinking there is no danger falls asleep,
